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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1915. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  herewith  the  Annual  Report 
of  your  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  1915. 

The  Urban  District  of  Lymm  forms  part, of  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  County  of  Chester,  and  divides  that  County  from 
Lancashire.  It  lies  five  miles  eastwards  from  Warrington. 
The  district  consists  of  a  central  village  with  residential  and 
agricultural  surroundings.  The  central  portion  is  surrounded 
by  plain  lands,  low  lying  on  the  north,  west  and  east,  but 
keeping  a  higher  level  in  a  southern  direction.  The  lowest 
part  of  the  district  is  around  the  sewage  farm  in  Statham,  and 
the  height  is  there  27  feet  above  sea  level  (high-water  mark  at 
Liverpool,  ordnance  datum),  the  highest  point  near  Broom  Edge 
is  190  feet  above  the  same  ordnance  datum. 

The  population  is  made  up  of  a  residential  portion  occupied 
at  Manchester  (13  miles  away),  and  at  Warrington  ;  of  shop¬ 
keepers,  local  artisans  and  operatives  (fustian  cutters),  of  artisans 
and  operatives  living  in  the  district  and  working  outside  it 
(a  few),  and  finally  of  an  agricultural  portion.  Within  the  last 
ten  years  a  new  industry— salt  manufacture — has  been 
introduced,  which  at  present  occupies  about  a  hundred  males. 
Last  year  a  second  salt  works  was  established. 

During  the. last  year  the  population  has  been  increased  by 
about  120  Belgian  refugees  at  Oughtrington  Hall  and  Beechwood, 
consisting  of  women  and  children,  and  a  few  men  unsuitable  for 
war  service,  and  diminished  by  the  residents  of  military  age 
who  have  joined  the  Army. 

Population. 

The  mean  population  for  1915,  as  estimated  by  the  Regis¬ 
trar  General,  is  5,028.

From  1891  to  1901  there  was  an  artificial  decrease,  pre¬ 
viously  accounted  for,  from  4,995  to  4,707.  That  is,  288  or  5*76 
per  cent.

From  1901  to  1911  there  was  a  census  increase  from 
4,707  to  4,989.  That  is,  282  or  6*2  per  cent.

Our  density  is  1*1  persons  to  the  acre. 


Births. 

In  1915  there  were  registered  in  the  district  112  births — 
62  of  males  and  50  females.  Four  of  these — all  females — were 
illegitimate.  Two  births  transferred  make  the  net  number  114. 

The  mean  annual  number  registered  1910-1914  inclusive 
was  107.

The  net  birth-rate  for  1915  per  thousand  of  population  is 

22-7. 

The  mean  annual  rate  1910-1914  inclusive  per  thousand 
living  is  21  3. 

Thus  we  are  this  year  above  our  own  five  previous  years’ 
average.  During  this  year  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  has 
come  into  force.  With  a  small  rise  in  the  birth  rate  and  a  low 
infant  death  rate  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  at  this  time. 


Deaths.

Sixty- six  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  of  residents. 
Sixteen  of  these  died,  and  were  registered,  outside  the  district. 
One  non-resident  died  in  the  district. 

The  net  death-rate  per  thousand  living  is  13-1. 

The  average  net  death-rate  per  thousand  living  (1910-1914 
inclusive)  is  12-4. 

Three  inquests  were  held  during  the  year. 

Of  these  66  deaths,  17  were  of  persons  of  65  years  and  over. 
Of  these  17  again  16  were  of  persons  of  over  70  years  of  age. 
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There  were  over  70  years  and  under  75  ...  6  deaths.

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  include  Smallpox, 
Measles,  Scarlet  Fever  (Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Group), 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea. 

The  death-rate  from  the  seven  zymotic  diseases  per  1,000 
living  is  *4  for  1915. 

The  average  rate  per  thousand  living  therefrom  (1910-1914 
inclusive)  is  0*9. 

Of  the  three  deaths  from  the  seven  Zymotic  Diseases,  all 
were  from  diphtheria,  one  was  that  of  a  non-resident  dying  in 
the  district. 

I  have  again  pleasure  in  pointing  out  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  enteric  and  no  deaths  and  few  cases  of  diarrhoea  during 
the  year. 
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Infant  Mortality. 

In  1915  there  were  4  deaths  of  infants  under  12  months 
of  age,  The  rate  is  87  per  thousand  births  registered. 

The  average  for  the  years  1910-1914  inclusive  for  the 
district  is  9  deaths,  yielding  a  rate  of  88  per  thousand  births 
registered. 

Casas  of  Infectious  Diseases  Notified. 

In  1915  186  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified 
in  Lymm,  inclusive  of  6  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(phthisis  or  consumption). 

Diphtheria — 84  cases,  8  deaths. 

Erysipelas — 1  case,  no  death. 

Scarlet  Fever — 20  cases,  no  death.

Tuberculosis. 

In  1915  there  were  nine  deaths  from  phthisis  (pulmonary 
tuberculosis  or  consumption),  as  against  three  in  1914,  and 
an  average  of  four  during  the  years  1910-1914  (inclusive). 
Four  cases  were  notified,  three  of  whom  died.  There 
were  two  ?  cases  of  tuberculosis  other  than  pulmonary 
notified,  one  of  the  knee  joint  and  one  of  the  hip  joint. 
No  ;  case  of  tubercular  meningitis  occurred  (brain  tuber¬ 
culosis).  Two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  been 
sent  away  for  Sanatorium  treatment.  In  considering 
tuberculosis,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  it  is  a  disease  of 
indefinite  and  very  variable  duration.  It  may  be  acute,  and 
in  the  acute  form  be  the  terminal  factor  in  persons  debilitated 
by  other  diseases,  such  as  diabetes  and  so'  on,  or  it  may  be 
chronic  and  last  for  years.  Again,  it  may  be  cured  and  l±e 
latent  in  an  individual  for  years  and  then  break  out  again. 
Figures,  therefore,  for  a  period  considerably  over  five  years, 
are  necessary  to  enable  us  to  find  out  where  we  stand  with 
regard  to  this  disease,  and  the  high  figure  for  this  year  is  of 
little  Significance  as  an  indication  of  our  progress  in  the  preven¬ 
tion  and  cure  of  this  disease.  For  as  long  perhaps  as  twenty 
years  we  shall  have  to  look  to  a  gradual  lowering,  gradual  but 
steady,  of  the  notification  and  death  figures  as  really  indicative 
of  true  success  in  the  direction  of  concjuest  over  this  disease. 
As  a  practical  point  it  is  well  to  remember  that  children  with 
mild  tuberculosis  may  infect  adults,  nurses,  mothers,  etc. , 
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who  come  into  infective  contact  with  them,  as  well  as  the  other 
way  about,  which  is  perhaps  much  the  commoner  and  more 
frequently  observed  course  of  events. 

Disinfection  and  isolation. 

Disinfection  is  effected  by  means  of  Formalin  in  spray  (5  per 
cent.),  and  likewise  vaporizing  it  by  heat.  These  means  have 
proved  quite  satisfactory.  In  typhoid  fever  the  attendants  upon 
the  patients  are  warned  that  all  the  dejecta,  fasces,  and  urine,  are 
sources  of  infection  and  must  be  thoroughly  mixed  with 
sufficient  disinfectant  before  removal.  The  steam  disinfector 
has  been  used  during  the  year  -whenever  required. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  inspected  at  intervals,  and  kept 
ready  for  immediate  use.  It  was  used  during  the  year  for 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever.  Twenty-five  cases  of  diphtheria 
and  10  of  scarlet  fever  were  isolated  in  the  Hospital  during  the 
year.

Sewerage  and  Draining. 

The  effluent  from  the  sewage  farm,  as  analysed  by  the 
Irwell  and  Mersey  Joint  Committee,  is  reported  “  good.”  The 
new  sewerage  scheme  is  now  completed  and  in  use.

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

House  refuse  is  deposited  in  ashpits  and  ashbins  which  are 
emptied  by  public  scavengers  at  intervals  as  required. 

In  1915  12,513  ashpits  were  emptied,  and  1,801  loads 
removed  therefrom. 

Aahes  and  refuse  are  conveyed  by  the  Council’s  servants  to 
tips.  Nightsoil  is  made  use  of  by  farmers. 


Water  Supply. 

This  is  now  owned  and  controlled  by  the  local  authority  and 
is  laid  on  throughout  the  district  where  possible,  that  is  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  outlying  farms  and  cottages.  The  supply, 
derived  from  Artesian  borings,  is  pumped  up  to  a  water  tower  for 
delivery  under  pressure.  The  supply  is  constant  and  there  was  no 
shortage  even  during  the  most  trying  summer  of  1911.  Analysis 
has  given  the  result  of  a  good,  potable  water.  Though  hard, 
on  analysis  it  is  pure  and  gives  rise  to  no  definite  ailment  that  I 
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can  find;  indeed  the  absence  of  rickets^. in  the  district  may  I 
think  be  in  great  part  due  to  the  lime  content  of  the  water.

Bakehouses. 

One  only  out  of  7  in  the  district  is  underground,  and  is 
satisfactory.  On  inspection,  all  the  bakehouses  fulfil  the 
requirements  as  to  light,  ventilation,  drainage,  &c.

There  are  52  factories,  workshops,  and  workplaces  in  use  in 
the  district,  including  the  seven  bakehouses.

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

In  19 15  no  new  houses  were  completed,  but  two  were  in 
course  of  erection.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  house 
is  4.2  (census  year  figures  1911).  In  again  calling  your 
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attention  to  the  most  important  question  of  sufficient  domestic 
bath  accommodation  for  the  district,  I  may  say  that  adequate 
and  convenient  bathing  installations  can  be  provided'  at  a 
reasonable  cost.  This  I  have  seen  from  personal  experience  in 
camp  in  our  Army,  and  I  am  sure  something  could  be  done  on 
similar  lines  for  small  communities  such  as  our  own,  I  hope  to 
have  the  opportunity  of  discussing  this  matter  in  detail  on 
some  future  occasion  when  time  and  opportunity  permit. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  was  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
The  tabulated  details  of  work  under  this  Act  are  furnished  by 
the  Inspector  m  his  report. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  this  year  from  this  causer 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  this  report  for  the  year  1915  is 
the  11th  which  I  have  had  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your 
consideration.  In  September,  1915,  I  completed  ten  full 
years  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health;  It  then  seemed 
right  for  me  to  offer  my  services  to  my  country,  and  since  then 
I  have  been,  and  now  am  engaged  in  military  duties  away  from 
Lymm.  Dr.  Thorp  kindly  consented,  with  your  approval  and 
that  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  act  as  my  deputy,!  and 
upon  him  has  fallen  the  exceptionally  arduous  duty  of  under¬ 
taking  the  work  of  Medical  Officer  during  a  very  severe  out¬ 
break  of  diphtheria  in  the  district.  I  wish  to  thank  him  for 
helping  me  to  do  what  has  been  at  once  my  pleasure,  and  I 
believe  my  foremost  duty,  and  to  congratulate  him  upon  the 
results  of  his  work  during  a  period  of  special  stress  and  strain 
in  many  ways.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Mullard,  our  Clerk, 
and  Mr.  Mort,  our  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  their  ever  ready 
and  necessary  help  in  this  and  all  the  years  we  have  worked 
together .

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  subnet  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Work  done  in  the  Lymm  Urban 
District  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1915. 

During  the  past  year  75  additional  houses  have  been 
inspected  under  Section  17,  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act, 
1909,  and  none  of  these  houses  have  been  condemned  as  unfit 
for  habitation,  but  in  many  cases  considerable  Sanitary 
Improvements  were  insisted  upon.  All  habitable  rooms  are 
measured  and  rooms  containing  less  than  300  cubic  feet  air 
space  per  adult  are  considered  as  overcrowded.

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In  the  majority  of  cases  some  repairs  have  been  carried 
out  at  the  houses,  but  it  has  been  increasingly  difficult  to 
induce  owners  to  expend  money  on  repairs  to  property,  this 
being  of  course  due  to  the  exceptional  circumstances  now 
existing  in  the  country.

In  addition  to  the  above  inspections  many  visits  and 
revisits  have  been  made  during  the  progress  of  required  works, 
and  particulars  of  all  inspections  made  are  given  in  the 
tabulated  statement  at  the  end  of  the  report,  which  also 
contains  the  number  of  formal  and  informal  notices  served  in 
connection  with  all  nuisances  met  with. 

Very  little  work  in  the  way  of  new  buildings  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year.  Two  new  houses  have  been  com¬ 
menced  in  Brook  Lane.

The  scavenging  work  of  the  District  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  workmen  and  the  night  soil  is  used  by  the  farmers, 
the  dry  ashes  and  refuse  being  deposited  in  tips  chiefly  at  the 
Sow  Brook  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  number  of  emptyings  of  privies  and  ashbins  during 
the  year  is  12,513,  as  compared  with  10,584  last  year,  and  the 
number  of  loads  of  refuse  removed  is  1,801,  as  compared  with

There  are  five  slaughter  houses  in  the  district.  Two 
notices  in  connection  with  the  limewashing  of  these  have  been 
served  during  the  past  year  and  complied  with.

One  notice  has  been  served  to  provide  proper  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation,  and  this  has  been  complied  with.

There  are  32  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  on  the 
Register.  Two  notices  to  limewash  have  been  served  and  these 
have  been  complied  with.  The  premises  are  regularly 
inspected. 


Forty-two  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected  during  the 
year  and  nine  notices  served,  four  of  which  have  been  complied 
with,  while  five  remain  in  hand.  . 

A  considerable  amount  of  additional  work  has  been  caused 
by  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  in  the  district 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

In  almost  all  cases  the  patients  were  removed  to  the 
Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  infected  rooms,  etc.,  were 
immediately  disinfected  with  formalin  spray  and  candle,  the 
bedding  being  steam  disinfected  in  the  Council’s  High 
Pressure  Steam  Disinfector. 

The  samples  of  the  effluents  taken  from  both  Sewage 
Farms  on  several  occasions  during  the  year  by  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint  Committee  have  all  been  found  good. 

From  the  tables  given  below  it  will  be  seen  that  755 
sanitary  inspections  have  been  made  and  181  notices  served,  - 
123  of  which  have  been  complied  with,  while  58  remain  in 
hand.  Most  of  these,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  tables,  are  in 
connection  with  the  general  repairs  required  to  dwelling 
houses. 

Legal  proceedings  have  not  been  taken  in  any  instance.
